He tells other hard- 
ware men in other cities, meeting them at a trade con- 
vention. The subject is taken up and discussed from 
‘many angles. Among those who talk are a few men 
who have had experience, who have been over the 
same road and found the way. The result is that new 
and practical ideas are taken home and applied. 

The State of Wisconsin has established courses in 
business methods. These can be studied by corre- 
spondence. Many clerks, also a number of mer- 
chants, are taking these courses. Besides reading 
ibooks and answering quizzes and working on definite 
problems suggested by mail from the state university, 
these correspondence students gain inspiration from 
occasional local meetings at which all the local stu- 
dents gather and hear a talk from and ask questions 
of an instructor. 

One of the letters on display in this department if 
the Madison university was received from a clerk 
who- for a year used his spare time for study by cor- 
respondence. At the end of the year his employer 
‘voluntarily increased his pay to the amount of $1,000. 
“He learned how to make his work worth more. 

No more popular institution exists in several of our 
states than the so-called “Farmers’ Short Course” 
held each year by the College of Agriculture. Crops 


_all gathered, corn husking over, the husky young husk- 
-ers go to the state university for six weeks of study 
and observation under the direction of farming ex- 
perts. 

This idea is now being applied by the general ex- 
tension division of the University of Minnesota to 
.the business field. A “Merchants’ Short Course” will 








be held February 9 to 14, inclusive. Salesmanship, 
pricing, price maintenance, credits and collections, 
store accounting, plans for combating retail mail-order 
competition, are some of the topics that will be han- 
dled, with the fee for the entire course at $3. 

Developments such as these indicate that never 
was there a time when business was a more dynamic, 
moving, changing, mass of processes. It is a proces- 
sion. It is standstill. Just as business has 
swung away radically from what it was thirty years 
ago so the next thirty years are going to see equally 
radical shifts. 

As a scout which is keeping track of these many 
changing ways, methods and processes in 
the trade paper is in the foreground. 

The dealer who is without his trade paper, or whose 
interest is slack toward the paper he does get, is at a 
disadvantage alongside the man who is a_ strong 
backer and who has a lot of real enthusiasm for his 
trade paper, standing by it with the same loyalty that 
he would stand by a friend, a helper, a counsellor.

Confidence men. Sentiment in all sections indicates 
Restored. that all danger from anything approach- 


ing a slump has disappeared. Business 
men have adjusted themselves to the new 
tariff, and financial interests know what to anticipate 
under the provisions of the new currency law. Timid 
and thoughtless persons who predicted a period of 
depression have been silenced and the way has been 
cleared for a big business in all lines. 

In the steel industry there is a decided feeling of 
security, and are improving every day. 
More plants are now in operation and more men 
employed than has been the case for many months, 
and orders already booked and in sight 
continuance of this condition. 
is true, continue to reflect the decreasing volume of 
business, while bank clearings give little for encour- 
agement as an index of business transactions, but 
these are considered by well-informed observers as 
indications of the condition of a period that is past 
rather than having a direct bearing on the business of 
the present. 

The influence of the new currency system is already 
reflected by activity in prime commercial paper, with 
rates the lowest for over a year. There is every indi- 
cation that under the provisions of the new currency 
and banking law the demand for paper will be greatly

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stimulated and its importance as an investment greatly 
enhanced. This also means that manufacturers and 
merchants will be enabled to secure funds for busi- 
ness on more favorable terms than at any time dur- 
ing the past year or two. 

The condition of winter crops was never better at 
this season of the year, and with the increased re- 
turns received by farmers for their 1913 products, 
the conditions in agricultural sections are right for a 
big spring business. As a rule, merchants are buying 
freely after having permitted their stocks to reach a 
low ebb. So far as can be seen, there is not a cloud 
on the industrial horizon. In fact, reliable observers 
predicted that the advent of spring will find business 
and industrial conditions in the United States well 
established upon a scale unexcelled since before the 
depression of 1907. 








ARBITRATION as a method for settling disputes be- 
tween employers and workmen, or between two na- 
tions ready to leap at each other’s 

Arbitration throats, has been fairly well worked out 
fein iy in its operating details. Arbitration for 

isputes. , % . 
business men, arbitration as the way by 
which two merchants or two manufacturers can be 
induced to loosen the strangle hold, is now proposed. 
In fact, a permanent court of arbitration is to be 
established by the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Following the first endeavors along this line by a 
committee appointed by the New York Chamber of 
Commerce, the Rochester (New York) Chamber of 
Commerce, and the Silk Association, appointed sim- 
ilar committees, because of the successful working of 
the plan. When it is further tried out on a national 
scale by the permanent court of arbitration of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, it is predicted 
that the savings in cost of litigation will amount to 
millions of dollars. 

The Kilkenny cats, who fought from nightfall until 
daybreak and by sunrise had clawed and bitten each 
other till there was nothing left of the two of them 
except their tails, are the parallel of two business 
men who go to law over a question of fact and bank- 
rupt each other without settling the dispute. 

Twenty-two disputes were taken up by the New 
York Chamber of Commerce Committee of Arbitra- 
tion. In fifteen of them, settlements were reached by 
conciliation without even resorting to arbitration, and 
at the end of the year but seven disputes were still 
pending. Thus a friendly intervention and the use of 
good offices by a quasi-official body prevented fifteen 
cases from being haggled first in lower courts and 
then in higher tribunals. Two of the largest firms in 
New York City were parties to one of the settled con- 
troversies. In another, one of the parties was an 
English firm and at a cost of less than $60 a decision 
was reached in thirty days. 

The report concerning the committee’s second year 
has now been made by the chairman, Mr. Charles 
Bernheimer. Subjects ranging “from Panama hats to 
shoes, from seeds to silks, from building contracts to 
lawyers’ fees” were brought in. With countless inter- 
views and voluminous correspondence, nearly one 





hundred disputes were closed through mediation. 
Several big differences which would have cost hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to drag through the 
courts to final decision were adjusted before arbitra- 
tors. , 

Trade secrets of enormous value would have been 
disclosed at heavy loss to one manufacturer if the 
quarrel he had with his attorney had gone into a regu- 
lar court of law. Also the lawyer would have had his 
professional reputation somewhat smeared. The arbi- 
tration committee took the case and settled it with 
privacy, rapidity, and economy. 

These are the three points at which this arbitration 
method gets results. The settlement is quiet, with- 
out newspaper noise and harmful disclosures. It is 
swift, lacking the motives for delay which often are 
rife among lawyers, judges, bailiffs, constables, and 
that most sedate functionary who stands near the tri- 
bunal and cries, “Oyez! oyez! oyez!” 

During the strike in the clothing trade, when 50,000 
garment workers were on the streets instead of in the 
shops, this arbitration committee exerted its influence. 
It brought together the contending parties and there 
were daily hearings in the committee’s rooms. Al- 
though this did not immediately end the strike, the 
settlement made eight weeks later was on terms prac- 
tically the same as those which the committee had 
first suggested. 

With these arbitration principles thus tried out in 
the actual experience of scores of cases, and with the 
record entirely one of success, the new court of arbi- 
tration to be established by the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce will be an institution worth watch- 
ing. 

We think it will work. If the justice it grinds out 
from its mill is not 100 per cent pure, its percentage 
of purity and its proportion of slag will probably run 
no higher than that of the regular ordained courts of 
law. 








THE total number of cans of tomatoes packed in 
1913 in the United States is 340,944,000. A ration of 
just about three and one-half cans of 


— tomatoes for each man, woman and 
Cosel. child among the inhabitants of the 
United States could be had from this 

production. Making the same sort of a computation 


on other estimates of the year’s production, as fur- 
nished by the National Canners’ Association, gives 
some conception of the size that is being assumed by 
the canning industry. 

Year by year a larger amount of the nation’s food 
supply goes into cans. The totals for 1913 show 174,- 
792,000 cans of corn, 190,480,000 cans of peas. 

The total number of cans for tomatoes, corn and 
peas was 706,216,000. In the vernacular, this is 
“some cans.” 

The number of tomato cases for 1913 set a new 
record; it beat 1912 by nearly 200,000 and 1911 by 
mote than 4,000,000. The output of corn cases was 
the smallest since 1909 because of shortage in the 
corn crop.

RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD 

Stories of our Civil War are always interesting, 
especially when related by those who participated in 
the “late unpleasantness.” Now that the bitterness 
incident to the reconstruction period has died out and 
both North and South can meet on the common 
ground of a re-united nation that has become a world 
power in every sense of the word, the men who fought 
on both sides during the Rebellion are able to review 
their war-time experiences without rancor. 

Few men who participated in the war had as thrill- 
ing experiences as did Samuel Harris, president Sam- 
uel Harris & Company, wholesale hardware dealers, 
at 114 North Clinton Street, Chicago, Illinois. Mr. 
Harris was a lieutenant of Company A, Fifth Mich- 
igan Cavalry, and saw active service almost from the 
day of his enlistment. While serving under Colonel 
Ulric Dahlgren, early in 1864, Lieutenant Harris had 
an experience which almost resulted in costing him 
his life. Some of the Colonel’s men rifled the home’ 
of J. A. Seddon, southern secretary of war, near 
Richmond, Virginia. Mrs. Seddon rushed from the 
house and bitterly attacked Lieutenant Harris for 
allowing his men to commit such depredations. He 
replied that his men were all in line and that she 
should make her complaint to Colonel Dahlgren. On 
the following day, March 2, while leading a fierce 
charge at the battle of Breen’s Farm, three miles out 
of Richmond, Lieutenant Harris was struck on the 
left shoulder by a ball. The collar-bone was severed 
by the shot and has never joined. Since that day, 
Lieutenant Harris has not lifted his left hand above 
the shoulder. Although seriously wounded, he re- 
mained at the head of his men for some hours, until 
he fell exhausted from his horse and was captured 
by a force of the enemy in ambush. Two days later 
he was tried by drumhead court martial and con- 
demned to be hanged. This order was subsequently 
countermanded and he was sent to Libby Prison. Here 
he was attended by a surgeon who expressed small 
hope that the lieutenant would recover from the ef- 
fects of his wound. 

While Lieutenant Harris was convalescing, Mrs. 
Seddon visited the prison. She at once recognized 
the northern officer and flew into a great rage, declar- 
ing that she would have him shot. A few days later 
Lieutenant Harris escaped an order of dungeon con- 
finement through the intervention of his surgeon. 

It was not until twenty years after the war that 
Lieutenant Harris learned who was responsible for 
saving him from hanging, as decreed by the drum- 
head court martial.’ Early in the war, while his com- 
pany was quartered at Germania Ford, Virginia, Lieu- 
tenant Harris came upon a house near the union lines 
occupied by a mother and five children, who were 
starving. The lieutenant ordered that they be fed 
from the company’s rations. It subsequently tran- 
spired that this woman had attended school with Mrs. 
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Jefferson Davis, wife of the confederate president. 
When she learned that the young northern officer 
who had saved her life and the lives of her children 
was condemned to be hanged, she wrote to Mrs. 
Davis, pleading for his life, and her plea was success- 
ful. Yo gain this information Mr. Harris, some years 
ago, made an extended trip visiting Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, and New York City, and calling upon Mrs. 
Jefferson Davis and others, who he learned had in- 
formation on the subject. 

Concerning his adventures, Mr. Harris has writ- 
ten a booklet entitled “Why I Was Not Hung.” 
Fifty thousand copies of the booklet have been 
printed. 

* * * 

The wickedness of the world—all this “wine, 
women and song” business—is exaggerated, over- 
colored and over-advertised. The truth of the whole 
matter is that lurid depravity is a scarce thing and 
those who want to see it have to go out of their way 
to look for it. A Chicago man, at a time when one 
vice crusade was following on the heels of the last one, 
protested that there is no more wickedness in his city 
than in London or Paris or Berlin. 

“The people who go on a search for the scarlet and 
purple,” he said, “will always find it. Some of these 
overly wise people remind me of the hotel cashier who, 
after paying a lot of food and liquor and tobacco bills, 
returned to the hotel drunk. 

“*All those people treated me,’ he explained, ‘when 
I handed them their checks.’ 

“*Well, well!’ said the proprietor, shocked, ‘is it 
possible that none of my creditors are temperate peo- 
ple?’ 

“*Some of them are,’ the cashier admitted; ‘but 
their checks I sent to them by mail.’ ”

Thomas S. Masson, the managing editor of Life, 
writes the advertisements of that magazine, and has 
lately been giving Mis theories on how to write an 
advertisement that will “pull.” He thinks there is a 
tendency among those who write advertisements to 
say too much. The reader of an advertisement may 
not believe the whole truth if you tell the whole truth, 
urges Masson, and you should be careful and play the 
reader along and tell him only as much as he is capable 
of believing. 

Here we have a good looking girl sitting on a hotel 
piazza and this girl knows it is up to her to advertise 
her merits. She might put a label on herself, “I am 
Gg per cent O. K. under the Pure Food Act of 1906,” 
or “Try me first,” or “I have no competition.” Being 
wise, she does not waste time on announcements. She 
spends her time on her looks. Down to the last detail 
of dress, she makes herself attractive. Assuming, 
however, that it is absolutely necessary that a label. 
an announcement of some kind, must be placed on her, 
what would be a proper label? 

The best label, Masson thinks, would be: “I am the 
girl you will eventually kiss.” This, he says, would 
be good advertising, because it is interesting, asks no 
favors, coerces nobody, but makes a statement of what 
is confidently assumed will be a fact.

formity in design is a distinctive feature of the whole 
display and plays an important part in bringing out 
the small articles into a prominent showing. 

The background and floor of this window display 
were covered with old-gold crepe paper, which har- 
monized with the general coloring of the articles used. 
Catalogs of sporting goods and rule hooks containing 


in the foreground of the display, served to attract con- 
siderable attention. 

Athletic goods will always make an attractive win- 
dow if handled with care and precision. Generally 
there is a tendency to overcrowd and resort too much 
to a variety of articles. This is due chiefly to the fact 
that there are so many articles in the athletic line that 




















can be used to great advantage in the decorating of a 
window display. 

In the reproduction shown here the decorator has 
used excellent judgment and care. Sporting goods for 
outdoor winter use are not mingled with those for 
summer and hence, since the display is made up en- 
tirely of articles used during the summer and fall 
months, an atmosphere is created which otherwise 
would not be in evidence. The best results cannot be 
obtained by associating together articles used during 
the two extremes, winter and summer. While there 
are a few articles, such as boxing gloves and a punch- 
ing bag in the display, which could come under the 
classification of winter sports, these do not detract 
from the general excellent effect produced. Being 
realistic in the arrangement of a window display is 
essential. In the one here shown there is nothing 
overdrawn or exaggerated, and a window decorated 
on the basis of this principle is sure to serve its 
purpose.

The new president, Hugh Eaton, and Secretary 
Lucas were delegated to attend the national associa- 
tion’s meeting in Indianapolis. 

The jobbers and manufacturers of Spokane enter- 
tained the delegates and guests at a banquet at Daven- 
port’s on the night of January 22. 

The convention was attended by about 200 delegates 
and the speakers and subjects discussed made up one 
of the best programs, from an entertainment and in- 
structive viewpoint, the Association has ever experi-

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CONVENTION OF TEXAS HARDWARE AND 
IMPLEMENT DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION 
AT SAN ANTONIO. 





The sixteenth annual convention of the Texas Hard- 
ware and Implement Dealers’ Association was called 
to order promptly at 10:30 o'clock a. m. on January 
20 by President W. B. Howell, who used a monkey- 
wrench as a gavel in opening the three days’ session at 
San Antonio.

He invited members to make suggestions 
regarding the conduct of the Association, and outlined 
the work of the department devoted to auditing 
freight bills. This department was established a little 
over a year ago and in that time has filed claims 

amounting to several thousand dollars, and has col- 
lected $1,600. The business of the Insurance Ex- 
change had doubled in the past two years, he said, and 
all that is required to make it even more of a suc- 
cess is additional co-operation on the part of members. 

The morning session then adjourned. 


_ AFTERNOON SESSION. 

A discussion of the contents of the Question Box 
opened the afternoon session, the principal topic be- 
ing the question of minimum carloads of 46,000 pounds 
of wrought iron pipe. It was suggested that the mat- 
ter be taken up with the railroads with a view to hav- 
ing the minimum reduced to 25,000 pounds.

Association of Sheet Metal Workers, was then intro- 
duced and made an address in which he advocated the 
elimination of joint hardware stores and tinshops 
where the latter is not put on a paying basis.

bend under a heavy strain. 


It is pointed out that this nail, which is 2 3-16ths 
inches long, effects a big saving, chiefly on account of 
the large solid surface bearing of the lead head. Thus 
fewer nails are required per square, which allows a 
greater leeway for expansion and contraction of the 
iron between the nails, and this relieves the strain 
coming directly on the head of the nail which would 
otherwise loosen the nail or cause a depression in the 
iron directly under the head, which is the direct cause 
of leaky roofs. The lead head is said to thoroughly 
protect the hole in the iron through which the nail is 
driven, since it flattens down tight and conforms to the 


iron, seals the hole, excludes moisture and prevents 
rusting of the iron. 

Builders have heretofore used an ordinary nail 
with a lead washer. This necessitates additional labor 
and expense. It is claimed that this new lead-headed 
nail is being specified throughout the country by lead- 
ing architects and engineers whose work calls for cor- 
rugated iron construction of practically every style.

TWENTIETH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
AMERICAN SOCIETY OF HEATING AND 
VENTILATING ENGINEERS. 


The twentieth annual meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Heating and Ventilating Engineers, held at 
New York City on -January 20 to 22, inclusive, was 
largely attended and was one of the most snootsetel 
meetings in the history of the organization. 

President John F. Hale of Camden, New Jersey, 
presided at the opening session and reviewed the work 
of the society for the year just ended. The report of 
Secretary Edwin A. Scott of New York City indicated 
that members were taking a keen interest in the well- 
fare of the society and had been prompt in responding 
to requests for information sent out during the year. 
The report of Treasurer James A. Donnelly showed 
that the financial condition of the organization was 
satisfactory. 

The report of the Council discussed the activities 
of the body during the year. A detailed financial state- 
ment was presented showing that the balance on Janu- 
ary 21, 1913, of $1,041.62, had been increased to 
$2,823.20 on December 31, 1913, with all bills, with 
the exception of $8.25, paid. According to this state- 
ment the quick assets of the society are in excess of 
its entire obligations and the equity of each member 
is in excess of his original initiation fee. The total 

_ assets are $11,278.80 and the total liabilities $2,748.25, 
making the membership equity $8,530.55, or, on the 
basis of 462 members, the equity per member on De- 
cember 31, 1913, was $18.46. 

During the year the society lost four members by 
death, namely: Wiltsie F. Wolfe, Dr. J. F. Billings, 
John A. Payne, and R. C. Clarkson. 

The report of the Illinois Chapter, presented by 
President H.-M. Hart, reviewed the-activities of this 
Chapter and outlined the topics that would be dis- 
cussed at future meetings. The report of the New 
York Chapter followed and showed that this branch of 
the organization was in a flourishing condition. 

A report on “A Code for Testing House Heating 
Boilers” was presented by the Sub-committee on 
Standards, and W. M. Mackay reported, for the Com- 
mittee on Heating Guarantees, that counsel be con- 
sulted as to the methods of inserting legally a pro- 
vision to limit the guarantee to one year. 

The following nominating committee was named: 
Frank K. Chew, Charles F. Newport, P. H. Seward, 
J. J. Lyle and J. D. Cassell, after which the meeting 
adjourned. 

TUESDAY EVENING SESSION. 

At the evening session the election of officers was 
announced as follows:

After a discus- 
sion of these papers, the report of the Massachusetts 
Chapter was read. This was followed by the report 
of the committee which attended the International 
Congress of School Hygiene at Buffalo, presented by 
Frank I. Cooper. 

The report of the Committee on School Room Ven- 
tilation stated that through its influence experiments 
and tests had been started in various places and that 
valuable data would be available later as the result of 
this work. 

A resolution was adopted recommending that the 
directors take up the amendment of the constitution 
to provide for a reserve fund, a research fund and a 
life membership. 

The report of the work of the Ventilating Commis- 
sion of New York State was presented by D. D. Kim- 
ball, after which the meeting adjourned.

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REVISION OF MASSACHUSETTS LAWS

The Chapter, how- 
ever, does not indorse the interpretation of this law as 
made by the Massachusetts District Inspection Depart- 
ment as to the ventilating of theaters, halls and places 
of public gathering because the law states that “the 
ventilation in all cases should be taken off from near 
the floor level.” 

The Chapter announces that a new state law also has 
been passed and signed dealing with moving picture

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VENTILATION OF RURAL HOMES. 





The popular belief that dwellers in the country dis- 
tricts are healthier than residents of cities, is refuted 
by the findings of Doctor Robertson, president of the 
Incorporated Sanitary Association of Scotland. At 
the recent congress of the Association in Glasgow, 
Doctor Robertson stated that in Scotland the rural 
dweller is strikingly more liable to attack from pul- 
monary tuberculosis than is the town dweller. He said 
in a recent address: 

“Transport their imagination to the green hillsides. 
Fresh air there was in abundance. There was no fog 
to screen the genial rays of the health-giving sun. 
Look where they would, as they stood there they re- 
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alized that all the elements were at hand to defy such 
a disease as tuberculosis. But step off the road and 
examine the house. The roof was thatched perhaps 
and the ceiling low. The tiny windows were never in- 
tended to open when the house was built. On the 
deeply recessed window ledge were packed together 
several pots in which grew some hardy plant. They 
barred the entrance of sunshine most effectually, but 
flourished at the expense of what light could reach 
them. 
“Enter the house through the low door and they 
were regaled with the odor or organically polluted air. 
The floor gave under their feet as they stepped over 
towards the fireplace, where burned a fire, the embers 
of which had never been black for years. It was in 
such a place as this—and there were hundreds upon 
hundreds of them still in existence in Scotland—that 
people were expected to lead healthy lives and to rear 
boys and girls into healthy manhood and womanhood. 
It simply could not be done. Fresh air and sunshine 
were the watchwords of the health official ; but of what 
avail was the dictum if the house was so fashioned that 
it baffled every effort of these agencies to enter it? 
He did not declare it possible to provide every citizen 
with a house containing several rooms and a kitclien, 
btit he did say that every house should be well lighted 
jatid ventilated. He granted that many people would 
continue to live under deplorably bad hygienic condi- 
tions even were good, clean houses provided for them.

PATTERNS FOR TAPERING ANGLE. 


BY 0. W. KOTHE. 

Replying to the inquiry of a subscriber for a taper- 
ing angle according to sketch: This drawing will give 
the idea for developing it. First draw the angle 
A-2-1 to the required degree and then strike the arc 
8”-7”" to any desired radius, and from 8” measure off 
the lower diameter as 2-14, and from 7” measure off 
the small diameter as 1-13. Next divide this arc

or the circumference around the miter cuts would fall 
short if taken from the normal sections. 

The patterns “C” and “D” are laid off in ordinary 
way, the same as any ordinary elbow, and so require 
no lengthy description. Before developing the pattern 
“E” the true lengths must be obtained, and this is 
done by drawing any horizontal line as in diagram and 
then pick the dotted line 2’-3’ from elevation and set 
on this line. From point 2.erect a line equal to line 
3 in “B”, and draw the dotted line 2-3, which is the 
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Patterns For Tapering Angle. 


7-8” in four equal spaces and the space on each end 
as 7’ and 8 are the points to draw the miter lines 
through and enables you to draw the rest of elevation. 

Now describe half-section “A” and also “B” and 
divide each in the same number of equal spaces. From 
these points square out lines and so intersect the miter 
lines as in points 3’-5’-7’, etc., and 4’-6’-8’. Now con- 
nect these points with lines, thus dividing the part 
“E” in triangles, and you are ready for the patterns. 
Since the patterns “C” and “D” must be developed, 
then the spaces in the miter cuts of these patterns can 
be used for the stretchouts for the miter cuts for the 
part “E”, which saves developing true sections through 
the miter cuts. Of course if these patterns were not 
required then true sections would have to be developed 


true length. Next pick the full line 3’-4’ and set it 
over on horizontal line from line 3 and where it inter- 
sects the horizontal line in point 4 erect a line equal to 
line 4 in “A”; then the line 3-4 is the true length. Re- 
peat and pick line 4’-5’ from elevation and from line 4 
set it over on horizontal line to 5, after which erect 
a line equal to line 5 in “B”; then 4-5 is the true 
length. Continue in this way until all lines from ele- 
vation have been transferred into diagram and their 
true lengths obtained. 

For the pattern draw any line as I-2 equal to 1’-2’ 
in elevation and by setting one pair of dividers equal 
to the space 1’-3’ in pattern “C”, and using I in pat- 
tern “E” as.center, strike arc as at 3. Next set an- 
other pair of dividers equal to space 2’-4’ in pattern 
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of “D” and using 2 in pattern “E” as center strike 
arc as at 4. Now set dividers equal to line 2-3 in 
diagram and using 2 in pattern as center—cross arcs 
in point 3; next pick line 3-4 from diagram and using 
3 in pattern as center cross arcs in point 4 as shown. 
Next pick the space 3’-5’ from pattern “C” and strike 
arc 5 in “E”’; next pick space 4’-6’ from pattern “D” 
and using 4 in “E” as center strike arc 6. Next pick 
line 4-5 from diagram and using 4 in pattern “E”’ as 
center cross arcs in point 5; next pick line 5-6 from 
diagram and using 5 in pattern as center cross arcs in 
point 6 as shown. Repeat in this way and continue 
until the points 13-14 are established, then trace lines 
through all points where arcs cross and you have the 
pattern for the middle piece “E” finished. Laps for 
seaming or riveting must be allowed on all edges re- 
quiring such.

STEEL. 

The improvement in steel continues to be so pro- 
nounced that there has been a tendency to rather over- 
estimate conditions. While nothing of a sensational 
nature has developed in the market, it is ‘neverthe- 
less true that buying continues to be very satisfactory. 
The most optimistic report on conditions given out 
recently was the statement of Colonel H. P. Pope, 
vice-president and general sales manager of the Car- 
negie Steel Company, published early in the week, in 
which he estimated that within sixty to ninety days 
all the steel mills in the Pittsburgh district would be 
running to almost, if not. quite, their full capacity. 
According to Colonel Pope’s estimate, we are entering 
one of the biggest buying movements in the history of 
steel making in the United States and a long spell of 
normal, sound prosperity for the whole country. 

Of course it should be remembered that the in- 
creased buying which has characterized the month of 
January was due in part to under-consumption during 
the preceding two months. Neverless this in itself is 
an indication of the fundamental soundness of condi- 
tions and augers well for the future. 

Prices are well sustained and while there is still 
some 1.15c bar business, 1.20c holds on plates, shapes 
and bars for the first quarter. There has been a 
pronounced activity in bars and the outlook for struc- 
tural shapes is promising. There is no change in the 
buying attitude of the railroads, this being one of the 
weak spots in the market. 


WIRE AND WIRE NAILS. 


The demand for wire nails and wire products has 
shown an improvement. Specifications have been 
more liberal and there is a fair volume of new busi- 
ness. Pittsburgh prices are as follows: Barb wire, 
painted, 1.55; barb wire, galvanized, 1.95; wire nails, 
1.55; plain wire, 1.35; plain wire, galvanized, 1.75. 


SHEETS. 


The strength of the market for sheets is shown by 
the action of the American Sheet & Tin Plate Com- 
pany in withdrawing all quotations below the follow- 
ing: Black, No. 28, $2.00; galvanized, No. 28, $3.00; 
blue annealed, No. 10, $1.45; tin mill black, No. 28, 
$1.95. This action was said to be due to the fact that 
for some time the company has been booking orders 
in excess of its full capacity and has only been operat- 
ing its sheet department at 75 to 78 per cent of 
capacity. 

This is the second advance made by the company 
during January. On January 5 the company with- 


drew all quotations below a range of $1.85 to $1.90 
basis and since then it has been booking specific or- 
ders at this range, with the gradual tendency towards 


the higher figure, so that the $1.85 basis largely dis- 
appeared in its transactions and the present advance is- 
regarded as one of $2 to $3 a ton rather than a straight 
advance of $3 a ton. 

Some of the independent sheet mills advanced their 
prices to a basis of $1.85 before the leading interests 
adopted its prices on January 5, while others made 
advances shortly afterwards. One of the largest, 
while recognizing a price of $2.85 on galvanized, re- 
fused to make a corresponding price of $1.85 on black. 
The independent mills, however, have followed the 
lead of the American Sheet & Tin Plate Company in 
the matter of recent advances. Some are quoting full 
advanced prices, while others are quoting February 
delivery $1.90 to $2.90 and March $1 a ton higher. 
Neither the independents nor the American Sheet & 
Tin Plate Company will make second quarter con- 
tracts even at 2c and 3c. 





TIN. 


There has been a good demand from consumers and 
a number of good sized contracts have been closed, 
principally for February and March delivery, consum- 
ers not being greatly interested in the distant months. 
With the Banca sale over, it is conceded that the for- 
eign bulls will have a clear field for the next two 
months, but with American consumption continuing 
as good as it has been this month there should be no 
difficulty in establishing and holding prices at a higher 
lever than those now quoted. New York quotations 
are as follows: Wholesale, 39.25; city delivery, 39.20; 
ton lots, 38.3714; steamer just arrived: wholesale, 
39.1214; February wholesale, 39.15; March whole- 
sale, 39.20. 


TIN PLATE. 


More tin plate mills have been in operation during 
January than for any corresponding month in several 
years. At present about 315 “hot mills” are in opera- 
tion, representing 85 to 90 per cent of the total capac- 
ity. At the beginning of December only about 215 
mills were in operation. There has been considerable 
new business booked during the week, which is en- 
couraging considering the heavy contracting during 
the past few weeks. 


COPPER. 


The copper market continues to hold firm in spite 
of the attitude of some of the home consumers, who 
have been holding off under the impression that the 
metal could be bought cheaper. The big producers 
have sold enough copper lately for domestic use and 
for export to feel a little more at ease, especially as 
export tonnages exceeded by a good margin Europe’s 
usual purchases, which reveals a greatly improved 













situation on the Continent. Copper stocks are not ac- 
cumulating in this country. On the contrary, the 
metal is being shipped as fast as produced and this 
is believed in some quarters to be responsible for the 
strength of the market.

The market is firm at $5.20 to $5.25 East St. Louis 
for prompt and up to $5.30 for futures. There is 
rather a better demand from consumers and the mar- 
ket is well established at these prices. 





COKE. 


Connellsville makers are asking $2 ovens for prompt 
and forward shipment, but consumers continue to 
shade that figure 1oc to 15c a ton. Foundry grades are 
unchanged. 


ZINC. 


The past week witnessed an increasing weakness in 
ore prices.- The zinc ore market touched $36 to $40, 
the latter figure being offered for both first and sec- 
ond grades by the end of the week, with ores high 
in iron remaining the most uncertain factor. Calamine 
ores were also weaker and closed at $16 to $20. In 
spite of the lowering price level, production continues 
to hold up and puzzles both producers and ore buyers. 


PIG IRON. 

Greater activity is shown in all of the western pig 
iron markets and prices show an upward tendency. 
Canadian markets are gradually hardening, although 
desirable orders are still commanding slight conces- 
sions. At Buffalo the Port Colburn furnaces have 
been active sellers for Canadian delivery. From St. 
Louis a sale of 2,500 tons of basic is reported, while 
about 15,000 tons are still pending. As a result of the 
competition between European makers of ferro-man- 
ganese and the United States Steel Corporation for 
domestic business in this alloy, a further price reduc- 
tion of $5.00 a ton has been announced, the quotation 
now being $40.00, the sharpest decline recorded in the 
price in several years. 

In the Pittsburgh district foundry iron is firmly 
active but bessemer and basic continue quiet. Five 
hundred tons of basic at $12.50 prompt furnace were 
closed during the week, also 2,000 tons of bessemer 
at a shade under $14.00, Valley furnace, and 2,500 
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tons of forge iron at $12.60. Since the withdrawal of 
the low competitive Buffalo prices, Philadelphia has 
booked a number of contracts for first quarter, 2,000 
tons of basic being taken by an eastern steel maker, 
while steel casting plants have bought 1,000 tons of 
low phosphorus. 


The market report of Rogers, Brown & Company 
for January 31 says: 

The week has been productive of a marked improvement 
in interest and volume of business transacted in the iron and 
metai trades. There are indications on all sides that the 
period of hesitancy is past and now with the completion of 
inventories and the natural slowing up of business attendant 
on the holidays behind us, many predict a further improve- 
ment beginning with early February. 

Recent clearing up of uncertainty as regards political and 
governmental intentions has been of benefit, the effects of 
which are manifested in many lines. The steel trade, in com- 
mon with the pig iron business, has shown additional im- 
provement, specifications and inquiries are more in evidence 
and prices have shown for the first time a recovery since the 
last slump. At some points makers of pig iron have ad- 
vanced figures and order books used generously during the 
last two weeks have been largely the cause in this direction. 

Locally business has been much improved, sales have been 
of better volume, and the attitude on the part of buyers is 
more encouraging and of more sincere character. 

In the South prices are also strong with advancing tend- 
ency and it is a mistake to place too much credence in re- 
ports of low prices emanating from that district until thoro 
investigation has been made surrounding the sale, which in- 
variably produces isolated instances and reason for so doing 
without having a bearing on the general market at that point. 

Railroads are coming forward more freely and placing 
business and there is less talk of idleness, altho there is 
much restriction of output still in all branches—ore mines, 
blast furnaces, steel plants and in the coal and coke operations. 

Coke is quiet-and without change. Production is some- 
what increased, but prices are steady and more or less of a 
deadlock exists between large consumers and operators in the 
Connellsville field. Locally coke business has not been in 
sufficient volume to establish a market 





Matthew, Addy & Company’s market report for 
January 31, says: 

A week of larger sales and growing inquiries has put 
everyone in a better humor. The darkest hdur has passed. 
In every direction there has been an improvement. It is 
true that a part of the current transactions has been stim- 
ulated by very low prices, but for that matter even the 
top market prices are very low. The only wonder is that 
with the inducements to purchase more has not been 
bought. The largest buyer in the market has been the 
Pipe Company, which has pretty well cleaned up the low 
grade iron in the South; its purchases are reported to 
exceed fifty thousand tons. One of the large Birmingham 
producers reports sales exceeding twenty thousand this 
week; in fact, Birmingham has been a tremendous seller. 
The Northern furnaces have all done well. It is a notable 
iact that the lake furnaces from Chicago to Buffalo have 
been going far afield for tonnage, selling in territory where 
their iron has never before been offered. 

The general attitude of the trade is that of hopeful 
expectation. It is not anticipated we shall have an im- 
mediate and rapid recovery from the profound depression 
which the iron trade has experienced, but it is thought 
that we are faced in the right direction. We all know 
that we still have a tariff that, to say the least, is not 
helpful; exactly what active damage it can accomplish 
or how it can retard American progress is yet to be seen, 
but the Currency Bill will help, and it seems likely that 
the railroads can be counted on to do their share when 
they get the higher freight rates, which they expect. With 
pig iron and steel on their present Jow basis, consump- 
tion this year should be enormous.
